Recommendations to Ministers of the Crown, if acted upon or otherwise, 
may be investigated. Civil matters, private business disputes and 
universities are outside the jurisdiction of the Ombudsman. 

The Ombudsman has discretion to refuse or accept when a complainant 
has had knowledge for more than twelve months before complaining to 
the Ombudsman; subject matter is trivial, frivolous or vexatious; or 
complainant has not sufficient personal interest in the subject matter 
of the complaint. 

The Ombudsman has wide powers of investigation in that he may compel 
attendance of witnesses and production of departmental files with 
penalties for failure. He may recommend remedial action. He may not 
instruct remedial action.

If less than the minimum wage is paid to employees in industries 
subject to the Code, inspectors of the Department of Labour can 
determine the difference between the amount owing and the amount 
received and endeavour to secure an adjustment for the employee and 
observance of the Code standards on the part of the employer. A 
person who contravenes any provision of the Code is guilty of an 
offence punishable on summary conviction and liable to a fine or 
imprisonment.

Results are returned to the farmer with recommendations made by 
professional agriculturists which give the farmer guide lines 
for the management program involved.

FISH SURVEYS PROGRAM 


Provides basic biological information on the lakes and streams of 

the province with respect to the production and maintenance of fish 
stocks. The main objectives of the program are to maximize the 
yields of fish from all provincial waters in keeping with the quality 
of recreational and commercial objectives. In some cases the inves- 
tigations may involve the assessment of commercial fish production 
and in others may be connected with sport fish production. The 
physical and chemical characteristics of lakes and streams are 
catalogued and the species of fish inhabiting the waters are recorded. 
For each body of water or stream investigated a biological report is 
prepared and filed with the Fish and Wildlife Division of the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests. This is a continuing program to accumu- 
late biological information on provincial waters and to provide 
information upon which management programs may be based. 


All waters of the province potentially are eligible to receive 
attention and to be investigated by the biological staff. The 
information obtained during biological investigations is available 
as a public document to any organization, government agency or 
individual.

Similar investigations are conducted on the availability 
and population density for upland game birds such as pheasants, 
Hungarian partridge and native grouse. Aerial and ground surveys

mountain sheep, mountain goat, caribou, etc. These surveys provide

information on population density and distribution of animals, as 
PROGRAM well as the condition of the ranges which they inhabit. A continu- 
ing inventory record of wildlife populations is maintained and 
catalogued and provides the basis for management programs including 
allowable bag limits and hunting seasons. 


All lands within the Province of Alberta are surveyed with a view 

to conducting the yearly inventory and status of bird and big game 
populations. In all the agricultural regions, most of the land 

upon which wildlife exists is privately owned, although the resource 
is available to the public by permission of the landowner. On Crown 
lands the resource is freely available to all citizens. Both these 
categories of lands receive equal attention to provide information 
on hunting potential and limits.

is the prison camps, which are operated at Nordegg and from the 
gaols at Lethbridge, Calgary and Fort Saskatchewan. The camp at 
Nordegg is operated on a yearly basis, while the others are seasonal. 
Their main object is fire fighting during the summer months when 
great losses may be expected from forest fires. Their services are 
paid for by the Department of Lands and Forests and those prisoners 
selected for this type of program are paid a daily stipend plus an 
hourly rate when actually engaged in fire fighting. 


Other institutions have rehabilitation programs based to a large 
extent on the up-grading of education, the teaching of some semi- 
skilled trades and the benefit of psychological and psychiatric 
treatment and spiritual counselling. 


In addition to the above, arrangements exist with the National Employ- 
ment Service representatives regarding employment upon release. 

To this is added the efforts of the John Howard and Elizabeth Fry 
Societies and of course, a great deal of rehabilitation after release 
is provided by the Salvation Army.
